To those waiting for equip­ 
ment to arrive it seemed an 
eternity, according to one report 
this morning, but fire fighters 
from all over the county quickly

building. 
The call for help was issued 
when som eone outside the 
building 
observed 
sm oke 
coming from the west side of the 
building at approxim ately 4:15 
p.m . 
The 
R ushville 
F ire 


departm ent sent its rural truck 
and two men, Bill Jarm an and 
Lawrence Smith, who were first 
to arrive at the scene. 
M eanw hile, 
inside 
the 
building, two teachers. Judy 
Brewer and Lenore Bainbridge, 
rushed to the office of the school 
secretary, where it appeared 
the fire was in progress. The 
door 
w as 
locked, 
and 
a 
custodian, Charles Pollitt, was 
called, and he unlocked the 
door. 


The heat was too intense for 
entry, so the door was shut and 
the four people in the building 
went outside to wait for help. 
Fire Chief Dayton Springman 
said this morning. “That was 
the sm artest thing those people 
could have done — shut the 
door. This helped contain the 
fire in the two rooms, and kep* it 
from getting out of control." 
Miss Brewer said she and 
another teacher had been in the 
secretary’s office shortly before 


the fire was discovered, but 
didn’t notice anything wrong 
She said they locked the door 
and she went below to talk with 
the custodian, Mr. Pollitt, when 
the alarm was sounded. 
The Rushville fire fighters 
w ere first on the scene with the 
one truck and two men. They 
delayed action until Glenwood 
was approaching with another 
piece of equipm ent and more 
w ater.

Ariz., floor m anager for the 
bill, said Ford was “selling out 
to some of the most greedy, 
backward forces" in deciding to 
kill the legislation. 


Udall asked Ford to veto the

“ If we had broken the win­ 
dows sooner and run out of 
water, that fire could have 
gotten air and become a com­ 
plete disaster," said Captain

Springman was high in his 
praise not only for his men, but 
for the cooperation of all 
departments and smoothness of 
the complete operation 


There w ere also many helpers 
from the nearby area who 
assisted in removing records 
and furniture from the two 
burning rooms. 


Assistant SuperintendenfDon 
Smith said this morning that all 
records and furniture were 
unharmed , and school would not 
be interrupted 


A great amount of water was 
used in containing and ex­ 
tinguishing the fire, but first 
observation was there is no 
structural 
dam age 
to 
the 
building. 
“We will have to take a look at 
the ceilings in the kitchen, 
cafeteria, and dining room," 
Smith said. “A great deal of 
water went through to these 
areas, 
which 
are 
located 
directly beneath the rooms 
where the fire was contained.” 
Cleaning operation began this 
morning, and will continue all 
weekend with expectation of 
opening school as usual Monday 
morning, he said. 
Fire Chief Springman said he 
did not know what caused the 
fire, and the investigation is 
continuing, along with the 
cleaning up operation today. He 
had great praise for the fire 
fighters 
There was little apparent 
dam age 
except 
for 
some 
scorched places in the storage 
room, although some of the 
woodwork showed damage. The 
secretary’s office and adjacent 
storage room were thoroughly 
soaked with water, and much of 
it went through to the rooms 
below 
"We had radio contact with all 
of them, and they knew exactly 
where to go and what positions 
to 'take before they arrived,” he 
said. 
“Another key to the saving the 
building was the closing of the 
door by the teachers and 
custodians when they saw it was 
too big for them to handle," he 
concluded.

Realizing high­ 
ways are in better shape than 
rail-beds, Great Britain has 
started sending inter-city mail 
in the large maws of busses 
similar to Greyhound’s package 
delivery. Rather than investing 
in large, air-conditioned, toilet 
equipped 
transcontinental 
busses, mini-busses serve all 
rural areas. London has a fleet 
of 4,800 double-deckers costing 
936,000 each and seating 89 
passengers. Each bus required 
21 hours of maintenance a week, 
employs a crew of three, and is 
expected to run for 15 years, 
traveling nearly half-a-million 
miles.

It is 
always less expensive when 
there are more inmates. The 
State Prison had more than ten 
times as many inmates as the - 
wom en's prison, and Boys’ 
School was more than double 
the size of the Girls' School.

are not caught as frequently.

Investigation Reveals 


Number Of Illegal 


Workers In Program 


GARY, Ind. (UPI) — An 
investigation begun earlier this 
year has shown at least 269 
persons 
wrongfully 
enrolled 
their children in summer jobs 
meant for low income young­ 
ster, officials of the School City 
of Gary announced Wednesday. 


Of the 269, 139 were employes 
of the city government and six 
were employed by the township 
trustee’s office, said Dr. Gor­ 
don Me Andrew, Gary superin­ 
tendent of schools. 


Earlier this year, the investi­ 
gation turned up 118 employes 
of 
the 
school, 
city 
who 
wrongfully enrolled their chil­ 
dren 
in 
the 
U. 
S. 
Labor 
Department funded Neighbor­ 
hood Youth Corps program. 


The 5,000 youngsters enrolled 
in the program, made as much 
as $400 per individual during 
last summer. The program was 
meant only for children of low- 
income persons, not for young­ 
sters of parents earning five- 
digit salaries, as were some of 
those named. 
Officials said the program 
brought early $5 million in 
federal funds into Gary. 
The school city, administer­ 
ing the program, has asked the 
more affluent parents to pay 
back the salaries paid their 
youngsters and they have been 
doing so. 
The children earned money 
for such tasks as cleaning 
em pty lots and sprucing up 
neighborhoods. 
Wednesday’s 
announcement 
was for Phase 2 of a four-part 
investigation. Phase 1 has the 
school city probe. Phase 3 will 
spotlight 
Lake 
County 
em­ 
ployes. The final phase will 
concern all other families who 
had youngsters enrolled. 
McAndrew said when the 
investigations are complete, the 
information will be submitted 
to the Lake County prosecutor 
who 
may 
decide 
whether 
crimes were committed,. He 
said the Labor Department also 
is monitoring the investigation.

The new subpoena was issued 
Wednesday but Hefner was out 
of town and has not 
been 
served, authorities said. Hefner 
is expected back in town later 
this week and will be served 
the subpoena then Authorities 
said he was expected to appear 
before the grand jury next 


month. 
The grand jury is looking into 
the September, 1973, death of 
Adrienne Pollack, 23, who for 
18 months was one of the puff- 
tailed waitress-hostesses at the 
Chicago Playboy club. 
For most of the 18 months 
she worked at the club, she 
lived at the Chicago Playboy 
mansion, but moved out shortly 
before1 her death. Her 'body was 
found in her apartment by her 
boyfriend. 
A 
doctor 
who 
reportedly 
conducted phy sica 1 exam '¡na­ 
tions of Playboy bunnies and 
other Playboy Enterprises em­ 
ployes made out the death 
certificate and the coroner’s 
office listed the cause of death 


as "acute cardiac dilation ... 
associated 
in 
the 
use 
of 
Methaqualone.” The drug is a 
depressant. 
In addition to Hefner, subpo­ 
enas have been prepared for 
Miss 
Pollack’s former 
boy­ 
friend and the doctor who made 
out the death certificate. The 
doctor left town shortly after 
Miss Pollack’s death and left no 
forwarding address. 
A federal grand jury also is 
investigating the alleged use of 
drugs at 
Playboy 
mansions 
here and in Beverly Hills, Calif. 
Thus far, 20 persons, includ­ 
ing present and former Playboy 
bunnies and Hefner aides, have 
been 
subpoenaed 
to 
testify 
before the federal grand jury
